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APHF Directors 
Propose National 
Egg Council 


KANSAS CITY —A National Egg 
Council, which would complement 
the National Broiler Council and the 
National Turkey Federation, was 
proposed by the board of directors of 
the American Poultry & Hatchery 
Federation at the federation’s annual 
meeting held here. 

(Coverage of the convention activ- 
ities was given in an earlier story in 
the July 20 edition of Feedstuffs.) 

The board of directors, it was an- 
nounced following the convention, 
“voted to lend the prestige and ex- 
perience of APHF in helping the in- 
dustry to establish a more sound 
economic basis on which all seg- 
ments of the poultry industry may 
work to preserve and improve its 
valuable consumer relations program 
through a stronger Poultry & Egg 
National Board.” 

APHF proposes that this can be 
accomplished by calling together a 
group of representative industry lead- 
ers in the egg industry to establish 
the new egg council. 

It would complement the newly 
organized National Broiler Council 
and the well established National 
Turkey Federation, the federation 
said. These groups, it was suggested 
by APHF’s consumer relations com- 
mittee, might well become responsi- 
ble for the entire financial support 
of the Poultry & Egg National 
Board, freeing PENB staff members 
of the task of fund raising so that 
they could devote their entire ener- 
gies to the job of consumer educa- 
tion work. 

It was not proposed that APHF 
direct the egg organization, but it 
would make available a sum of $25,- 
000 “‘to assist in financing the estab- 
lishment of the National Egg Coun- 
cil, with the sum to be repaid in five 
years.” 


USDA Regulates Areas 
For Soybean Nematode 


WASHINGTON — Three localities 
and 32 individual premises in Mis- 
souri, North Carolina and Tennessee 
are regulated under quarantines is- 
sued by the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture because of presence of the 
soybean cyst nematode, the USDA 
has amnounced. 

Quarantine regulations provide that 
certain products and articles may 
move from infested areas only under 
certification or permit issued by the 
USDA. 

Products and articles affected in- 
clude: live soybean cyst nematodes, 
soil, nursery stock or other plants 
with roots attached, root crops, bulbs, 
soybeans, small grains, hay, straw, 
fodder, and plant litter of any kind, 
seed cotton, used farm tools and har- 
vesting machinery, used construction 
and maintenance equipment, used 
sacks and other containers for farm 
products, and other machinery and 
vehicles that might spread the pest. 

Counties containing regulated lo- 
calities or premises are: Pemiscot and 
New Madrid, Missouri; New Hanover 
and Pender, North Carolina; Dyer, 
Lake, Lauderdale and Obion, Tennes- 
see. 


USDA Officials Reported 
Planning Change to Cut.

WASHINGTON — Information 
available here is that U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials have al- 
ready decided that they will use the 
hundredweight rather than the bushel 
as the basis for the grain loan pro- 
gram. USDA officials indicated that 
they plan to make the new loan pro- 
gram basis effective on July 1, 1958. 

Exposure of this decision imme- 
diately provoked widespread and for- 
midable opposition from the Terminal 
Elevator Grain Merchants Assn., and, 
according to other sources, prominent 
members of the flour milling industry 
have joined in what now looks like 
a strong fight against the decision al- 
ready indicated by Walter C. Berger, 
administrator of the Commodity Sta- 
bilization Service. 

The American Feed Manufacturers 
Assn. has been leading efforts to ef- 
fect a change in the grain trading 
basis from the bushel to the hundred- 
weight, seeking to have the switch 
made in 1958. 


Details on Numbers of Cattle 
And Calves on Feed Reported 


WASHINGTON — The potential 
market for feeds for cattle being fat- 
tened for market is indicated in in- 
formation from the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture's latest report on num- 
bers of cattle on feed. 

As reported in the July 20 issue 
of Feedstuffs, the number of cattle 
and calves on feed for market in 13 
major states on July 1 was estimated 
at 3,681,000 head. This was an in- 
crease of 8% from a year earlier. On 


Five New Ingredient Purchasing 
Guides Prepared by Nutrition Council 


CHICAGO—New purchasing guides 
for five feed ingredients, including 
animal fat, are now available for use 
by the feed industry and suppliers. 

Following action on other ingredi- 
ents at previous meetings, purchasing 
guides for animal fat, fish oil, dried 
buttermilk, dried whey and dried 
skim milk were accepted at the last 
meeting of the Nutrition Council of 
the American Feed Manufacturers 
Assn. 

The new guides were accepted at a 
meeting of the council’s ingredient 
committee with the allied industry 
association advisory committee, rep- 
resenting various allied industry 
groups. George Patrias, Hubbard 
Milling Co., Mankato, Minn., is chair- 
man of the ingredient committee. 

The new guides are presented in 
the published proceedings of the an- 
nual meeting of the AFMA Nutrition 
Council.

April 1 this year, there was an in- 
crease of 4% from a year earlier. 

The July 1 total in the 13 states 
was 16% below the April 1 total 
somewhat less than the usual season- 
al decline for this three-month peri- 
od. 

Numbers placed on feed in these 
states during the April-June quarter, 
at 1,576,000 head, were 2% above a 
year ago. Fed cattle marketed from 
the 13 states during the period to- 
taled 2,297,000 head—3% below a 
year ago. 

Corn Belt: Cattle and calves on 
feed in nine Corn Belt states on July 
1 totaled 2,832,000 head—up 7% from 
a year ago. All of these states showed 
increases except Kansas, which was 
unchanged, and Nebraska, which was 
down 12%. (See table.) 

April-June placements in the nine 
states, at 912,000 head, were off 4% 
from a year earlier. Marketings of 
1,751,000 head were down 1%. Ship- 
ments of stocker and feeder cattle 
into the nine states for the April- 
June quarter were off 6% from last 
year. 

Western States: The number of

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Mr. Berger told this reporter that 
he had decided that the hundred- 
weight basis would go into effect at 
the start of the next crop year on 
July 1, 1958, and that before the next 
bulletin for price support was issued, 
JSDA would amend its previously is- 
sued wheat loan program announce- 
ment, which was on a bushel basis, 
to conform to the hundredweight 
basis. 

The Berger decision is wholly ad 
ministrative and can be put into ef- 
fect without any approval by the 
Commodity Credit Corp. board of di- 
rectors. 

Trial Balloon? 

Meanwhile, it appeared that the 
information from Mr. Berger might 
be a trial balloon to get a reaction to 
his indicated decision. 

The feeling in Washington was that 
the judgment in the hundredweight 
proposal will be deferred until some 
later date. 

The eruption of the Terminal Ele- 
vator Grain Merchants Assn. (Feed- 
stuffs, July 20) and flour millers 
against the hundredweight comes as a 
surprise. Now, the fact that such 
influential groups have come out in 
opposition to Mr. Berger's intentions 
is seen by some observers as the end 
of the hundredweight proposal for 
the time being at least. 

The feed industry, which has urged 
the hundredweight program, now ap- 
pears to have been caught in a bind 
between the grain warehousemen and 
the flour millers. 

(Meanwhile, many feed men con- 
tinue to view optimistically the pos- 
sibility of the change to the hundred- 
weight basis being made. The AFMA 
will be stepping up its campaign to 
bring about the change. The cam- 
paign has been led by the associa- 
tion’s purchasing agents committee.)

Corn, Soybean 
Stocks Continue 
At Record Levels 


WASHINGTON — Stocks of corn 
and soybeans in all positions July 1 
continued at record levels, according 
to a report by the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Service of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 

Corn stocks of 2 billion bushels and 
soybean stocks of 87 million bushels 
exceeded the previous records by 13 
and 31%, respectively. Stocks of feed 
grains—corn, oats and barley—total 
nearly 62 million tons, the largest 
total in the 15 years for which com- 
parable data are available. 

Following is a breakdown on the 
individual grains: 

Corn: Stocks in all storage posi- 
tions July 1 were estimated at 1,963 
million bushels, compared with the 
previous July record of 1,742 million 


| bushels. Stocks on farms at 1,118 mil- 


lion bushels were about 130 million 
over a year ago. Stocks at interior

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Restraint vs. Controls 


Hk feed industry, like other segments of the economy, certainly has had 
ar ae experience with government controls of one sort or another to 
know of the problems they create. For the most part, businessmen are the 
first to recognize the dangers inherent in such restrictions and the fact that 
more often than not the objective of the controls is not achieved. 

On the other hand, in periods of economic stress, some members of a 
particular industry might seek extreme methods of attempting to correct 
the apparent cause of the trouble. Government restrictions on production 
might be advocated as the answer to the problem of low prices caused by 
large supplies. Such an answer certainly can be classified as an extreme 
measure, and it should not be confused with various forms of voluntary 
control-—or restraint--which is a normal method of adjustment to supply 
and price problems. 

Some individuals within the poultry industry have suggested that 
compulsory controls imposed by the government could solve problems of 
over-production which have led to low broiler prices. Such suggestions have 
been heard frequently enough so that officials of the American Poultry & 
Hatchery Federation decided to poll its members at the organization's 
meeting last week on the question of compulsory production controls. 


* * 


HE results of the informal poll indicated that approximately 80% of the 

hatcherymen who cast ballots are opposed to such controls. This certainly 
was a large enough majority to guide the actions of the organization's 
leaders, who subsequently took a strong stand against compulsory controls. 
However, the indication that roughly one fifth of the potent hatchery segment 
of the poultry industry would endorse government curbs on their operations 
points up the fact that the issue cannot be taken lightly. 

The issue should, in fact, be given some careful study not only by people 
in the poultry industry but by people in the feed industry, whose present and 
future are so closely tied up with the fortunes of the poultry industry. 

Last week in this column an effort was made to examine the effect various 
types of tampering with free markets could have had on restricting normal 
growth and development of animal agriculture and the feed industry. It seems 
appropriate at this time to look further into some other aspects of the 
specific idea of production control. 

A good place to start such a study would be to look over the basic 
theory of production control. A definition of the theory was expressed this 
way by Prof. L. H. Simerl, extension economist in marketing at the University 
of Illinols at the APHF convention: “A small cut in production makes a big 
increase in price.” Common observation, he said, tells us that this statement 
is true. For example, a small change in the production of eggs from one year 
to the next often is accompanied by a big change in price. Careful research, 
using scientific statistical procedures, verifies this common observation, he 
pointed out. 

However, the economist continued, this occurs only in the short run, 
as from one year to the next. “In the long run—as over a period of 5 to 10 
years—the theory of production control is invalid. The facts are that in the 
long run a large change in production or supply makes only a small change 
in price.” A production control program, Prof. Simer! noted, is usually a long 


run proposition. 
* * * 


O support this conclusion, Prof. Simer] cited the record of production and 

prices of lamb and mutton. For many years before 1947 the supply of 
these meats averaged nearly 7 lb. per person each year. This year there will be 
only slightly more than 4 Ib. per person. While the per capita supply has 
been reduced nearly 40% in 10 years, the price of lambs is only slightly more 
favorable than the price of cattle and less favorable than the price of hogs, 
Dr. Simer! said. 

He also cited butter as one of the classic examples of this situation. 
Before World War II average consumption of butter was about 17 Ib. per 
capita. During the war butter production was greatly reduced, and now only 


half as much can be sold, even though the price is relatively lower than before 
| the war. 

The basic theory on which production control programs are based is 
erroneous and invalid, Prof. Simerl concluded. He went on to point out that if 
production control were to be enacted for the poultry industry, such control 
presumably would be similar in technique to that applied to crops. That is, 
| only one productive resource would be rationed—presumably the number of 
| chicks allowed to be produced or purchased or raised. Other resources, such 
as the quality of the chicks and the amount and quality of feeds would not 
be restricted. This would be comparable to the situation in crops, where 
acreage is limited but methods of stepping up yields are not. The results of 
such contro] have been far from successful. 

There are, of course, many more sound arguments against compulsory 
controls. On the other hand, not many sound businessmen would argue 
against the merit of voluntary control of production or the means of financing 
production when warranted by excessive, price-depressing supplies. 

To bring this necessity into sharp focus, strong industry leadership often 
is needed—leadership such as that offered by the American Feed Manufac- 
turers Assn. A special AFMA committee last week went to work on details 
of a vigorous campaign to voluntarily bring poultry production into more 
realistic balance with anticipated demand. 

Feed men concerned with their future will certainly want to accept their 
responsibility in this campaign as it is mapped out. The alternative could 
| be a long bout with government controls which in the long run would be 

both onerous and certain to create more problems than they could solve. 


FEATURE 


There was an optimistic tone in the formula feed business during the 
past week and there were a number of reasons. Top-quality eggs brought 
about 41¢ doz. in Chicago's wholesale market, 138¢ above May’s 16-year low. 
The Chicago price was only about 2¢ below that of a year ago. With flock 
numbers down the egg price outlook appears to be bright for producers. 
Cattle and hog prices continued good. Feed mill running time in most sections 
continued unchanged. Soybean oll meal, linseed oil meal and alfalfa meal in- 
creased in price, exerting an upward pressure on high protein types of feeds. 
The feedstuff price index, at 77.8, was 1.2 points above the previous week, 
but 3.3 points under a year ago, while the feed grain index, at 74.7, was .6 
point above a week earlier but 11.3 points below a year ago. (Ingredient 
details on pages 66-68.) 


Southwest 


In the Southwest forward shipment 
dealings in formula feeds, particularly 
for cattle rations, improved running 
time of some mixers. While some 
dealers showed no inclination to build 
inventories, business generally was at 
a fairly good rate. 

The average of ingredient prices 
moved upward as gains were posted 
for millfeeds, soybean and cottonseed 
meals, dehydrated alfalfa meal and 
animal proteins. Other important 
items were mostly unchanged. 

Turkey and hog feeds enjoyed 
healthy distribution. Poultry rations 
found fair outlets. 


Northwest 


Feed production continued at a 
steady pace in the Northwest and one 
mill reported that business increased 
over last week. 

Good news to feed manufacturers 
of course is the improved price which 
egg producers are getting. This, they 
feel, will cause more egg feeds to 
move and some evidence of this de- 
velopment was already felt. There 
is reason to believe, one manufac- 
turer said, the egg price situation will 
get even better. 

Fairly good sales in hog and turkey 
feeds were reported and prices re- 
ceived by hog raisers continued to be 
profitable. Some of the earlier turkeys 
were being marketed and a larve 
number of birds were approaching 
market size. Continued apprehension 
over the low turkey price situation 
was being expressed. 

High protein feeds were up from 
50¢ to $1 as soybean oil meal and al- 
falfa meal went up in price. Tankage 
and meat scraps were steady, adding 
to the firm formula feed price situa- 


tion. 
California 


The formula feed business held 
quite steady with prices slightly high- 
er on poultry feeds, and down a little 
on dairy feeds. 


Prices on grains and feed ingredi- 
ents, while generally unchanged, did 
show some continued strength in soy- 
bean meal, while millfeeds registered 
further small losses. 

The weather remained close to nor- 
mal and harvesting of small grains 
was pretty well advanced throughout 
the state. 

Egg prices were higher again dur- 
ing the past week with large and 
medium up 2¢ and small up 1¢. Sup- 
plies are quite adequate for local 
consumption and there is a strong in- 
terest for eggs to be shipped out of 
this market. Eastern prices were 
holding very steady so there was no 
pressure from that area. 

Fryers were in good demand with 
offerings on the light side. Prices 
ranged from 21¢ to 24¢ at the ranch. 
Choice cattle were strong to 50¢ high- 
er and with a good steady demand 
Some widening in price is becoming 
more apparent between low and top 
grades with choice to prime steers 
selling at $26.75, being a new high 
since January, 1953. Feed lots are 
generally staying full and there con- 
tinued to be a good local demand for 
beef from consumers. 


Southeast 


Generally, the feed business dur- 
ing the past week held the good un- 
dertone which prevailed last week 
Broiler prices throughout the area 
held steady, hog prices were slightly 
improved and cattle prices were un- 
changed to slightly lower. All of these 
factors made for a better feeling in 
the feed markets and particularly in 
poultry feeds where the poultry pro- 
ducer is now realizing a decent profit 
for the birds which he raises 

Pastures were still in good shape, 
according to most reports. However, 
most pastures have been heavily 
grazed and some feeder cattle opera- 
tors have begun to use more mixed 
feeds. 

Feed mill running time was un-

Research Failures, 


Scientists Told 


PULLMAN, WASH.—The director 


| of research for a major drug and 
| chemical firm said recently that sci- 


ence research projects which produce 
nothing “are the rule rather than the 
exception” and that industry must 
avoid many such failures in order to 
hold down the cost of successful prod- 
ucts. 

Dr. Jasper H. Kane, vice president 
of Chas. Pfizer & Co., told the an- 
nual meeting of the western section 
of the American Society of Animal 
Production at Pullman that “research 
costs would be far higher, and re- 
search productivity far lower” if the 
need for, and the probable sales vol- 
ume of a new product, were not in- 
vestigated before experiments began. 


He added: “Sooner or later, the 
consumer would decide that a com- 
pany run like that was too great a 
burden on his pocketbook, and he 
would forthwith eliminate it from 
the American industrial scene.” 

Dr. Kane reported that Pfizer and 
the pharmaceutical industry as a 
whole spend about 5% of their sales 
income on research—more than any 
other industry except electronics. 

The percentage spent for research 
in Pfizer’s agricultural division is 
even higher than this. Dr. Kane said 
it costs about a million dollars a year 
to run the company’s 700-acre agri- 
cultural research and development 
center at Terre Haute, Ind., entirely 
a research operation. 

He declared: “In agriculture, we 
could not have accomplished a sig- 
nificant portion of what we have 
achieved, had it not been for the co- 
operation of the agricultural experi- 
ment stations, the great universities 
and agricultural colleges, and indi- 
vidual scientists working independ- 
ently and on Pfizer grants.” 


Dr. Kane said that Pfizer current- 
ly has 39 such grants totaling $79,300 
for research to be performed by ag- 
ricultural colleges, universities and 
other qualified state institutions. 

He added that even the work done 
by a company’s competitors is of 
value to it because “the simple knowl- 
edge that a thing is possible to do Is 
about half the battle.” 


Heat Cuts Production 
Of Dehydrated Alfalfa 


KANSAS CITY—Hot dry weather 
is putting a crimp in dehydrated al- 
falfa production in the Midwest, re- 
ports to the American Dehydrators 
Assn. this week indicate. These condi- 
tions have brought out more evidence 
of the spotted alfalfa aphid which 
thrives on such conditions. 

The association reports that Kan- 
sas has been hot and dry for the past 
week or 10 days. One hundred degree 
days have been common and top soil 
dried rapidly. Web worms took the 
crop in many fields. Heaviest popula 
tions are in the southeastern quarter 
Grasshoppers are causing alfalfa de- 
struction in many areas of central 
Kansas. 

Oklahoma now reports the spotted 
alfalfa aphid increasing in southeast- 
ern, southwestern, and parts of cen- 
tral section of the state 

In Nebraska dehydrators are in the 
middle of second cutting and are get- 
ting below normal yields and disap- 
pointing quality. Temperatures have 
been hovering around 100° and gen- 
eral rains are needed.

“As far as the feed dealer is con- 
cerned, the several changes in the 
operation of the program are minor 
—but the new regulations are much 


tighter for the farmer and are aimed 
at giving the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion & Conservation Committee bet- 
ter control on who gets the feed and 
how much,” the association's circular 
says. 

“First of all, administration of the 
entire program now is in the hands 
of ASC, who will determine eligibil- 
ity (formerly handled by the Far- 
mers Home Administration), issue 
purchase orders, and so on 

“Also the rate of subsidy has been 


reduced from $1.50 a ewt. to $1.00 
cwt, 
“Most important change for feed 


dealers is that each dealer handling 
drouth feed must be bonded for $1,000 


in each of the drouth counties in 
which he wishes to sell feed. The 
dealer, however, can take out one 
bond to cover all counties in which 


he wants to do business—that is, if 
interested in 10 counties, he can take 
out one $10,000 bond.” 

The association also points out that 
the former term “constructive deliv- 
ery” is eliminated from the new pro- 


gram. Now, the dealer must have 
actually sold and the farmer must 
have actually purchased and received 
physical delivery of the designated 
quantity of surplus feed grains or ap-

Chicks for Broiler 


Supply Flocks Down 


WASHINGTON — The indicated 
placements of pullet chicks for broil- 
er hatchery supply flocks by 10 of 
the largest primary breeders of broil- 
er replacement stock totaled 2,060,000 
chicks during June, according to the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. This 
was 10% less than the 2,298,000 pul- 
let chicks placed in June last year. 

Pullet chick placements by these 
10 breeders during the first six 
months of 1957 totaled 14,413,000— 
5% less than during the same period 
of 1956. 

This relatively new report is de- 
signed to provide an earlier indica- 
tion than previously of possible fu- 
ture changes in the number of lay- 
ers for broiler hatching eggs. The re- 
port is not designed as a measure of 
future production of broiler chicks 
since various factors can affect that. 

The above totals include pullet 
chicks sold during the month, plus 
the number of pullet chicks expected 
from eggs sold during the preceding 
month. 

Sales of replacement pullets by the 
10 reporting breeders provide an in- 
dication of the potential number of 
pullets available for addition to 
hatchery egg supply flocks several 
months before the pullets actually 
move into the flocks.

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Formulation of Feeds 
For Laying Hens

1956. The egg farmer has become a 
specialized business man. He keeps 


accurate records of egg production, | 


feed consumption and mortality and 
knows, rather definitely, by the end 
of the year whether the business of 
egg farming is profitable. 

Systems 
systems of feeding are 
usage today. The first and older sys- 
tem consists of feeding a concentrate 


of Feeding: Two main |

and supplementing it with grain. 
There are certain inherent disadvan- 
tages in this system. In general, birds 
allowed free access to the concen- 
trate and grain, have a tendency to 
overeat on grain and consume less 
than the required amount of the nu- 
trients in the concentrate. If the 
grain is fed at designated intervals 
during the day, the practice of feed- 
ing such grain becomes an art. Con- 
siderable time is required to train a 
feeder until he acquires competency 
in knowing the proper amounts of 


grain that may be fed at the desig- 
nated time of the day so that a pro- 
per balance can be maintained. 

The writer is a strong advocate of 
the all-mash system. This system has 
definite advantages in that the birds 
always receive the same balanced 
formulas with regard to the known 
and unidentified nutrients. The bird 
does not have the opportunity to con- 
sume an excess of grain or concen- 
trate, and the matter of determining 
the exact amount of grain to be fed 
on a day to day basis is eliminated. 
It has now become a fairly general 
practice to include a sufficient amount 
of limestone or oyster shell in the 
all-mash formula, Consequently, no 
added calcium needs to be fed to the 
hen in order to meet the require- 
ments of this mineral for egg produc- 
tion. 

Protein: The general trend points 
toward increasing the levels of pro- 
tein in laying feed formulas. Dr. F. 
W. Hill of Cornell University has 
published data showing that the min- 
imum protein requirement for laying

EDITOR’S NOTE: Increasing en- 
ergy levels has brought more atten- 
tion to the subject of feed formula- 
tion for layers, and in this article 
Dr. Couch covers the general sub- 
ject of laying feed formulation, deal- 
ing with energy, protein and other 
nutrients. He presents various data 
and comments and suggestions on 
formulation of feeds to improve pro- 
duction and feed efficiency and help 
meet certain problems, such as the 
fatty liver disease, which have been 
encountered in layers. It is believed 
that energy content will be further 
increased by addition of fat, Dr. 
Couch says, and nutrient require- 
ments of the bird become more ex- 
acting as egg production is increased 
and as energy content of the feed 
is increased. Dr. Couch is on the 
staff of the departments of poultry 
science and biochemistry and nu- 
trition at Texas A&M College. This 
article is from his talk at the con- 
vention of the Eastern Federation 
of Feed Merchants. 


hens was between 15 and 16%4%. A 
15% protein level was sufficient when 
the formulas contained 960 calories 
of productive energy per pound and 
when the birds were laying at a rate 
of 50-60%. Greater emphasis has 
been placed on the calorie-protein 
ratio. The calorie-protein ratio for 
the latter mentioned experiment was 
64:1. This means 64 calories for each 
percent protein. Four and six-tenths 
pounds of feed were required per 
dozen eggs under this regimen. The 
birds were Single Comb White Leg- 
horns and weighed 5 pounds at the 
end of the production year. 

In another experiment, Hill found 
that although the minimum protein 
requirement for the laying hen was 
between 15 and 164%2%, a level as 
high as 18% protein continued to im- 
prove feed efficiency. Work at the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion has consistently shown that the 
laying mash should contain approxi- 
mately 17% protein for optimum re- 
sults. This was first reported by Dr 
J. H. Quisenberry and Dr. B. L. Reid 
of the Texas station. 

Many nutritionists are formulating 
laying masnes containing 17-18% 
protein and feel that this level is 
producing best results. The actual

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little consequence. However, it is im- 
portant that this level of protein pro- 
vide the proper amounts of the es- 
sential amino acids required for egg 
production. Dr. Cravens at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and more re- 
cently, Dr. Fisher at Rutgers Univer- 
sity, have shown that egg production 
ceases rather quickly when one of 
the essertial amino acids is elimin- 
ated from the diet or when it is not 
present in sufficient amounts to meet 
requirements of the laying hen. 

It was reported at the 1956 meet- 
ing of the Poultry Science Assn. that 
as little as 13% protein would appear 
to be adequate under some condi- 
tions. Work reported from Colorado 
A&M has particularly emphasized 
the lower protein requirement. It is 
not believed wise for the practical 
feed nutritionist to formulate a lay- 
ing mash containing less than 15% 
protein, and it is recommended that 
the higher levels of 17% be adhered 
to. The calorie-protein ratio for lay- 
ing feeds should be in the range of 
56-64:1, 

It is the opinion of the writer that 
the protein requirements may vary 
with the size of the hen, the section 
of the country and percent availa- 
bility of amino acids in the protein 
concentrates used in the formula. It 
is advisable to use more than one 
source of protein. Soybean oil meal, 
fish meal, meat and bone scraps and 
other protein concentrates may be 
Used in feed for laying hens. 

Energy: Dr. G. S. Fraps determined 
the productive energy content of the 
commonly used feed ingredients and 
published the results of these investi- 
gations in Texas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station Bulletin 678 in 1946. It 
was apparent from the work of Fraps 
that the chicken was not capable of 
digesting crude fiber and that excess 
feed was required when the feed 
formula contained high percentages 
of crude fiber 

Dr. J. H. Quisenberry, head, de- 
partment of poultry science, Texas 
A&M College, fed a high energy type 
diet to laying hens in 1949. Wheat 
bran, wheat middlings and ground 
oats were eliminated from the con- 
ventional type feed formula in Dr 
Quisenberry's experiment. Egg pro- 
duction was slightly increased and 
less feed was required to produce a 
dozen egys with the new high energy 
type formula 

Dr. Hill of Cornell has carried out 
extensive studies on the energy nu- 
trition of laying hens and has used 
calorie levels ranging from 740 to 
1025 calories of productive energy 
per pound. Tallow, at the and 
5% levels, was used to provide higher 
energy levels of 985 and 1025 calories 
of productive energy per pound. The 
results from these studies showed 
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that the higher energy levels support 
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the highest rates of production dur- 
ing the cold winter months. 

Feed efficiency was very markedly 
improved as the energy content of 
the formula was increased. An in- 
crease in energy content of 100 cal- 
ories per pound decreased the 
amount of feed required to produce a 
dozen eggs by approximately 10%. 
Hill concluded from these studies 
that feed efficiency could be improved 
2% for each 1% fat added to a lay- 
ing mash formula. 

Extensive experiments were also 
carried out at the Texas station in 
1956 by A. H. McDaniel, J. D. Price, 
Dr. Quisenberry and the writer. Re- 
sults from these studies agree ex- 
ceptionally well with those of Hill. 
Feed efficiency was improved 11% by 
increasing the calorie level of the 
formula 113 calories per pound when 
the diet contained 17% protein. A 
14% improvement in feed efficiency 
resulted from the same calorie in- 
crease when the formula contained 
18% protein. It was also noted by 
Hill in the earlier study that the feed 


efficiency continued to increase as the 
protein content of the formula was 
increased up to 18% protein. 
Vitamins: The vitamin require- 
ments of the laying hen become more 
exacting as the egg production is in- 
creased to higher levels and as less 
feed is required to produce a dozen 
eggs. It is the standard recommenda- 
tion of the writer that the following 
vitamins be added to a high-energy, 
all-mash laying formula on a per ton 
basis: 4 grams riboflavin, 10 grams 
calcium pantothenate, 25 grams nia- 
cin, 12 milligrams vitamin Bu, 4,540,-

It 
has also recently been reported that 
Dr. E. P. Singsen, University of Con- 
necticut, obtained an increase of ap- 
proximately 6% by adding 100 grams 
of Aureomycin to each ton of laying 
mash 

All feed nutritionists are aware of 
the fact that the growth of chicks 
and poults is not affected by adding 
antibiotics to the feed in a clean en 
vironment such as exists in an air 
conditioned research laboratory. Such 
clean conditions do not exist on the 
average poultry farm, If antibiotics 
increase the growth rate of chicks 
under average farm conditions, then 
an increase in egg production and an 
improvement in feed efficiency may 
be expected when an antibiotic is 
added to a laying mash formula. 

It is the opinion of the writer that 
egg preduction could be jncreased 
more consistently if the level of anti 
biotics in the feed were increased to 
20 or 25 grams per ton. The feed 
manufacturer may select the anti 
biotic of choice. However, in some 
instances, combinations of antibiotics 
have produced somewhat more con- 
sistent results. 

Arsonic Acids: The two arsonic 
acids which are commonly used in 
laying mash formulations are 3-nitro 
4-hydroxyphenylarsonic acid (45 
grams per ton) and arsanilic acid (90 
grams per ton). Experimental evi- 
dence has accumulated in a number 
of laboratories which shows that erg 
production and feed conversion 
(pounds of feed per dozen eggs) may 
be increased under certain conditions 
which exist on the average poultry 
farm. This is particularly true in the 


| presence of a high disease level and 


for the prevention of decreases in egg 
production during the laying year 
The latter may be caused by certain 
types of unidentified infections 

Unidentified Growth Factors: Un- 
identified growth factors which are 
commonly designated in the feed 
trade are the whey factor, the fish 
factor and the alfalfa factor. It is 
advisable to include sources of such 
factors in laying mash formulas. The 
whey factor may be obtained from 
dried whey, distillers dried solubles, 
molasses distillers dried solubles and 
dried brewers yeast, The fish factor 
may be obtained from condensed fish 
solubles, fish meal, dried brewers 
yeast, distillers dried solubles and 
antibiotic fermentation residues, It is 
not necessary to use more than 2% 
to 3% of an unidentified growth fac- 
tor source, and it is not desirable to 
use more than one source of an un- 
identified factor in the laying mash 
formulation. More recent data have 
shown that some of the antibiotic 
fermentation residues will produce 
the desired results with as little as

At- 
tention is particularly directed to the 
more concentrated type of alfalfa 
products containing 20% or more 
protein. Such concentrates contain 
less fiber and, therefore, provide a 
higher level of productive energy per 
pound than the older 17% dehydrated 
alfalfa meal which may contain as 
high as 27% fiber. It goes without 
saying that the alfalfa concentrates 
would contain a higher level of caro- 
tene or provitamin A as well as a 
high level of the unknown alfalfa 
factor. Such factors may be of im- 
portance in the prevention of the fat- 
ty liver syndrome 

The Fatty Liver Disease: The con- 
dition, fatty liver disease, has been 
observed in increasing numbers in 
birds from flocks maintained on litter 
under floor housed conditions, It has 
been reported to occur in practically 
all of the principal poultry producing 
areas. A recent report by Drs. Weiss 
and Fisher from Rutgers University, 
New Brunswick, N.J., indicates that 
the condition may be more serious in 
caged birds than in birds maintained 
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on litter. Extensive studies conducted 
by Price, McDaniel] and by the writ- 
er at the Texas station have shown 
that the cholesterol content of the 
blood serum of birds maintained in 
laying cages is significantly higher 
than that of birds of the same strain 
maintained on the floor. 

Birds affected with the fatty liver 
disease usually increase 25-30% in 
weight, and the rate of egg produc- 
tion may decrease as much as 40- 
50%. The birds appear to be in excel- 
lent health and are certainly in good 
condition. At times the hens may die 
quite suddenly as though affected 
with a heart attack. A post-mortem 
examination reveals an excess of ab- 
dominal fat, an increase in the fat 
content of the liver, fatty deposits 
around the kidneys and hemorrhages 
in the liver and kidneys. It has re-

In tests conducted last year at 
Oklahoma A&M, the drug proved to 
be equally effective in controlling 
yrubs in all ages of beef cattle. About 
88% control was obtained in the ex- 
periment station herd of 366 head 
near El Reno. At a southeastern sub- 
tation of the Oklahoma Station, 85% 
control was obtained. The results of

all of the animals tested 

Kansas researchers treated 63 430- 
lb. calves with ET-57 at the rate of 5 
grams per 100 Ib. of body weight 
One month after treatment the num- 
ber of grubs in this herd dropped 
from 255 to 8. In 62 untreated ani- 
mals, the number of grubs increased 
to 745 during the same period of 
time. The untreated calves carried 
1,041 grubs a month later in compari- 
son with 16 grubs in the treated ani- 
mals. 

Researchers in entomology at Iowa 
State College reported excellent grub 
control by ET-57 in a test involving 
77 head of feedlot steers. The treated 
cattle in this trial returned $11 more 
profit per head than the untreated 
animals. 

Studies at the Nebraska station 
show that, in addition to providing 
safe and nearly 100% control of grubs 
in cattle, the use of ET-57 results in 
increased gain. Five tests were con- 
ducted in which the treated animals, 
receiving one dose of the systemic, 
showed less than 1.5 grubs each, on 
the average. The animals which re- 
ceived no treatment averaged over 15 
grubs per animal. There were no ap- 
parent differences in weight gains be- 
tween the groups until the grubs ap- 
peared in the backs of the cattle 
“During the next 84 days, the treated 
animals gained about 20 lb. more per 
head than the untreated group.” 

It is expected that ET-57 will be 
placed on the market late this sum- 
mer or early in the fall. “Tests sched- 
uled for the next grub season will 
compare various methods of applica- 
tion. In this work treatments with 
capsule, bolus and drench will be 
compared with low-level feeding 
whereby small amounts of the insec- 
ticide are added to mineral mixes 
protein supplement, feeds or water 
and consumed over a long period of 
time.” The cost of application and the 
labor involved therein can be greatly 
reduced if the low-level feeding meth- 
od of control is found to be effective 

Unfortunately, no one chemical o1 
drug or any combination of such ma- 
terials can effectively replace good 
sanitation and management and feed- 
ing practices in any livestock or poul 
try enterprise. The feeder who elects 
to ignore this fact and rely entirely 
upon his feed dealer to control the 
diseases and parasites in his herd o1 
flock is doomed to bitter disappoint 
ment. 

As livestock and poultry numbers 
increase and we strive more and more 
to improve the productive efficiency 
of our birds and animals, it becomes 
increasingly essential that more em- 
phasis be placed on research into the 
cause, control and treatment of dis- 
eases and parasites. It may well be 
said that “a healthy animal is a profi- 
table animal.”

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Use of Hormones in Beef Cattle Feeding 


Part Nutrition and 
Antibiotics Play in 
The Use of Hormones 


By Dr. W. M. Beeson 
Purdue University 


I think that one of the problems 
we have in the field of nutrition and 
feeding today is that whenever any 
new discovery is made, like stilbest- 
rol, a lot of people have the impres- 
sion that the discovery of a new 
growth stimulant will tend to re- 
place other nutrients in the diet. Now 
there are occasions when that hap- 
pens; but ordinarily whenever you 
increase the daily gain of an animal 
or whenever you tend to put more 
stress on an animal by increasing 
that gain, in many cases you in- 
crease the requirement rather than 
lowering it. I should like to discuss 
the effect of different factors on the 
response of cattle to stilbestrol. I 
think we must appreciate that the 
nutrients in the diet and probably 
other factors have some influence on 
the response of cattle to stilbestrol. 

Energy: The first item I am going 
to discuss is the effect of energy. It 
has been pretty well accepted that 
you can improve the rate of gain 
of cattle about 15 to 25% and im- 
prove the feed efficiency about 10% 
by the use of stilbestrol in high en- 
ergy diets. However, when you re- 
view the literature and study the 
effects of stilbestrol when cattle are

By Dr. Wise Burroughs 
lowa State College 


It is estimated that approximately 
70% of all beef cattle on feed are 
now receiving feed supplements con- 
taining stilbestrol. This represents 
more than 7 million head of cattle. 
Use of stilbestrol feeds has continued 
to increase from year to year during 
the three years that they have been 
on the market. 

Our market analysts tell us that 
the use of stilbestrol has been adopt- 
ed faster than any other new devel- 
opment in agriculture in recent years. 
It took us about 10 years to get to 


90% use of hybrid corn in the Corn | 


Belt. That’s about the rate of adop- 


tion of most new things. We are up 


to the 70% level in stilbestrol usage 
in a period of three years. It looks as 
though we will hit the 90% level 
somewhat earlier than that 10-year 
period.

with this hormone material and also 
the feed savings. My last calculation 
in putting together all the results 
with fattening rations is an increase 
in rate of gain of 18% and a feed 
savings of 12%. 

As Dr. Beeson mentioned, we do 
not get as much response when we 
go over to the growing rations either 
in dry lot or on pasture. In other 
words, energy does play a part in the 
stimulation we are getting from stil- 
bestrol. Our stimulation with these 
growing type rations—and these are 
rations which will produce gains of 
less than 2 lb. per steer per day over 
a substantial period—is of the magni- 
tude of 12%, with around 8 to 9% 
feed savings. 

In the case of pastures, we have 
had variable results. Sometimes we 
have gotten positive results when we 
used stilbestrol in feeds; sometimes 
we have had no response whatsoever. 
But as I look at the pastures that we 
have from one end of this country to 
the other and the variability of feed- 
ing conditions, I’m not at all dis- 
mayed at this, because those condi- 
tions are quite variable. And any of 
you who have ever tried to carry out 
| a good pasture experiment know 
that there are many things that go 
wrong from the beginning of May to 
October (that’s our pasture season) 
so far as feed supply in the pasture 
| field is concerned. 

Carcass grades on the average, we 
find, do not appear to be appreciably 
affected by use of stilbestro!l in cat- 
tle feeding. In 20 experiments where 
carcasses were available for analyses, 
we got just as high a carcass evalua- 
tion as we did in control cattle which 
did not get stilbestrol in their feed. 
In part of these experiments, carcass 
grades actually appeared to be slight- 
ly improved by stilbestrol feeding, 
whereas in other experiments carcass 
| grades appeared to be slightly lower. 
| The same has been true with respect 
| to carcass yields. 

| Dressing percentages have been 
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fully as high on the average in our 
stilbestrol-fed cattle as in the control 
cattle. Not only do we believe that 
carcass quality is unaltered; we be- 
lieve that we will soon be able to 
tell you how carcasses can be uni- 
formly increased in quality by the 
use of this material in the feed. 


Feed vs. Implants 

Feeding is a convenient and low- 
cost method of administering stilbes- 
trol to beef cattle. When one con- 
siders both material and labor costs 
of administration, stilbestrol added to 
feeds is on the average one of the 
more economical methods, if not the 
most economical method, of adminis- 
tering stilbestrol or estrogens to beef 
cattle. 

More important, feeding stilbestrol 
gives greater returns per steer than 
other methods of hormone adminis- 
tration. In 11 college experiments 
where implantation of estrogens was 
compared with stilbestrol feeding, net 
returns per steer were $4 to $5 
higher on the average by the feeding 
method. Implants on the average 
produced as high or slightly higher 
liveweight gains than stilbestrol feed- 
ing. However, implants fail to pro- 
duce as good a beef carcass as the 
stilbestrol feeding method 

The reason why stilbestrol feeding 
produces better carcasses than the 
implant method is likely that more 
uniform day-to-day intake is achieved, 
with overdosage prevented. Feeding 
10 mg. of stilbestrol daily gives cat- 
tle the equivalent of injecting daily 
.1 mg. of stilbestrol into the general 
circulation. This is about the correct 
dosage for most growing and fatten- 
ing cattle, and it can be maintained 
at a relatively constant rate from 
day to day. 

Other methods of administration, 
such as impianting, tend to overdose 
cattle shortly after implantation and 
to underdose cattle later on, resulting 
in slightly poorer carcasses than 
those produced by regulating stilbes- 
trol intake through the feed on a 
daily basis. 

“Economy Supplement” 

The use of cattle supplements con- 
taining stilbestrol in some cases has 
tended to lower the cost per ton of 
cattle supplement rather than to in- 
crease the total cost even though the 
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stilbestrol addition actually costs $8 
to $10 per ton of feed.

(The following is information from 
and comments on slides which Dr.

Stilbestrol Use: In the three years 
since stilbestro] first came on the 
market use has increased to an esti- 
mated 70% of all cattle being fed for 
market.

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per steer. On the average we get an 
extra % Ib. daily gain, and over 120 
days that means a total of 40 Ib. per 
steer. Forty lb. at 20¢ Ib. gives an $8 
return on our investment of 60¢. Or, 
dividing $8 by 60¢, we find there is a 
$13 return for each dollar invested in 
stilbestrol premix. 

Benefits: A compilation of results 
from 19 experiments at experiment 
stations across the country shows the 
added gain obtained from stilbestrol 
in fattening rations. This illustrates 
the type of response obtained, and it’s 
obtained rather uniformly in fatten- 
ing rations of all types. 

Averaging results from all avail- 
able experiments, we find an 18% 
stimulation in gain and a feed saving 
of 12% in drylot fattening rations. 
In drylot growing rations, there is 
an 11% stimulation in gain and a 
10% feed saving.

Oarcass Grades: Data on carcass 
grades from 12 experiments show 
that in six experiments, stilbestrol-fed 
cattle actually outgraded the control 
cattle. In six other experiments the 
reverse was true. In all cases the 
differences were small, and the aver- 
age of these experiments was no dif- 
ferent in grade. Sometimes grades 
were up a little or down a little, but 
on the average they were the same. 

Dressing Percent: Data on dressing 
percentages in these experiments 
show that sometimes they were up a 
little and sometimes down a little. 
But on the average, a dress of 60.4% 
was obtained in both the stilbestrol- 
fed cattle and the control cattle, or 
the same in the two groups irrespec- 
tive of whether they were getting the 
hormone. 

Costs: Stilbestrol feeding is one of 
the more economical methods of 
treating cattle with hormones. Feed- 
ing 10 mg. daily for 120 days repre- 
sents a total cost of 60¢. The stilbes- 
trol implant costs about 10¢ for mate- 
rial and 50¢ for the labor of implant- 
ing cattle.

administering hormones. Actually, I 
don’t think these costs are the im- 
portant consideration. It’s the returns 
that count, not just what it costs to 
treat animals. 

Returns: I have taken seven col- 
lege experiments where comparisons 
were made between implanting and 
feeding stilbestrol. Based on an extra 
40 Ib. of gain in 120 days and a cat- 
tle price of 20¢ lb., there is a return 
of $8 per steer in feeding stilbestrol. 
Subtracting the 60¢ cost of feeding 
stilbestrol, we have a net return of 
$7.40 per steer. For comparison, we 
based the return from stilbestrol im- 
plantation on the return from stil- 
bestrol feeding, with corrections 
made for a slightly greater gain stim- 
ulation and reduction in carcass 
grade from stilbestrol implantation. 
This reduction amounted to % of %, 
or % of a grade. Figuring a spread 
in cattle prices of $3 cwt., % grade 
amounts to 50¢ cwt., or $5.50 on an 


to $4.25. Subtracting 60¢ stilbestrol 
cost from $4.25 gives $3.65, the net 
comparative return from stilbestrol 
implantation vs. the $7.40 return from 
stilbestrol feeding. The natural hor- 
mone implant was compared with 
stilbestrol feeding in two experiments. 
The cattle gained just a little more 
by the implant than by the feeding 
method. The carcass grades, however, 
were down almost exactly the same 
amount as they were down in the 
case of the stilbestrol implantation. 
When you make the two adjustments, 
you come out with a total return of 
$5.20. Subtracting the hormone treat- 
ment cost of $2.50, you have a net 
return of $2.70. 


To sum it all up on net returns in 
these nine experiments, an additional 
$7.40 was obtained per steer by the 
stilbestrol feeding method. By im- 
plantation with stilbestrol, the net 


return was reduced to $3.65. In the 
case of the natural hormones, the net 
return was reduced still further to 
$2.70 per steer. I believe this is why 
approximately 70% of our cattle are 
today getting stilbestrol in their feeds. 

Carcass Scores: Carcass scores in 
nine experiments where feeding of 
stilbestrol was compared with the 
implant method showed that values 
were higher for the feeding method 
in seven of the experiments. There 
were only two experiments in which 
the implant was ahead of the feeding 
method, If you take an average, you 
come out with .46 of a third of grade 
difference in favor of stilbestrol feed- 
ing, or about % of a total grade lower 
in the case of implantation. Not a big 
difference to be sure, but since we do 
sell our cattle pretty much on a grade 
basis, it is a worthy consideration. 

Internal Fat: Slides showing meat 
samples from stilbestrol-fed and stil- 
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bestrol-implanted cattle at the Uni- | 


versity of Minnesota 


illustrate the | 


difference in internal fat. More inter- | 


nal fat is present in the stilbestrol- 
fed cattle than in the implanted cat- 
tle. The slides show up differences 
which meat graders have seen in ap- 
praising implant cattle carcasses be- 
low stilbestrol-fed carcasses. 

Dosage: The reason why we are 
getting differences between the feed- 
ing method and the implant method 
is nothing more or less than the 
greater uniformity of dosage which 
we attain by the feeding method, in 
which we are administering approxi- 
mately the same amount of stilbes- 
trol every day. 

We feed 10 mg. of stilbestrol to a 
steer daily. Only about 1% of this, or 
-1 mg., gets into the circulation of 
cattle. This goes into the circulation 
uniformly every day via the feed, 
thus preventing overdosing cattle 
with stilbestrol. With a 36 mg. pellet 
and on the assumption that it all 
went into the bloodstream over a 120- 
day period at a uniform rate—which 
likely does not occur—you would tend 
to be overdosing cattle three fold. 
That is, you would be getting 3 mg. 
by the implant method vs. .1 mg. by 
the feeding method. That is because 
stilbestrol, when actually injected in- 


implant as with the control lot. The 
stilbestrol feeding was approximately 
a third of a grade superior.

amount of soybean oil meal. One 
group was fed stilbestrol at the rate 
of 7.5 milligrams a day and the other 
group received no stilbestrol. Under 
these conditions the daily gain of 
the steers where stilbestrol was added 
to the diet was only 1.13 and the 
daily gain without stilbestrol was 
about 1.11. In other words, there was 
no significant difference in the daily 
gain of these cattle when they were 
fed stilbestrol on high roughage diets. 
It appears, then, that in order to 
obtain the maximum effect from stil- 
bestrol, you must add energy to the 
diet in the form of grain. There has 
also been research at other experi- 
ment stations which confirms these 
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to animals, is 100 times as potent as 
stilbestrol is when it goes into the | 
feed. From what we know of the dis- | 
appearance of stilbestrol pellets in 

poultry, large amounts of stilbestrol 

go into the circulation early and | 
much smaller amounts go in later. | 
With the implant method, it appears | 
that the amount of stilbestrol going 

into the blood stream would be much | 
too high at first and then taper off. 

Question and Answer: 

“Do you have any direct compari- | 
sons in the same yards, same feed, | 
same kind of cattle between stilbes- 
trol feeding, stilbestrol implant and 
natural hormone implant on gains 
and grade?” 

Only one test has been reported 
that I am aware of, where all three 
have been compared together. That 
was a Michigan trial, in which case 
all forms of stilbestrol or implant 
gave increased rate of gain. Rate of | 
gain was highest with the natural | 
hormone.

Fat: The second nutrient I want 
to discuss is the effect of the addition 
of fat. A lot of people are interested 
in adding fat to cattle diets in order 
to improve the energy content. There 
is available on the market, as you 
know, inedible fats that can be 
bought at relatively cheap prices 
Now the question is: “If you add fat 
or grease to the diet of cattle. what 
effect will it have on their daily 
gain and also what effect will it 
have on the response to feeding stil- 
bestrol?” 

Recently there was an experiment 
conducted at Nebraska in which they 
showed that the addition of approxi- 
mately % Ib. of inedible grease to 
the daily cattle diet would tend to 
improve the gain and feed efficiency 
However, when they added stilbestrol 
with fat, they did not get as much 
boost in daily gain when fat was 
added to the diet as when fat was 
left out. 

When no fat was fed, the increase in 
daily gain was about 35% by the use 
of stilbestrol; and it improved feed 
efficiency 17%. However, when they 
fed 4% Ib. of fat daily to the cattle, 
they improved their daily gain 19% 
by the addition of stilbestrol, or 16% 
less. This experiment indicated that 
the addition of fat to the diet of 
cattle that are fed stilbestrol tends 
to depress the rate of gain from the 
response that you can expect from 
stilbestrol without fat. I do not 
mean to imply that this is a final 
answer, but it does show that fat has 
some influence on the response to a 
stilbestrol feeding program 

Protein: Some people have the idea 
that the feeding or implanting of 
stilbestrol will tend to reduce the pro- 
tein requirements of cattle. However, 
from all the data that I can obtain 
and from all the research that has 
been conducted to date, it appears 
rather conclusively now that the use 
of stilbestrol, either orally or by im- 
planting, does not lessen the need 
for a protein supplement in the ration. 
In fact, according to some recent 
reports from the Ohio Experiment 
Station where they fed 15 Ib. of 
soybean meal daily along with a 
high grain diet, they increased their 
daily gain by about 0.5 lb. by the use 
of stilbestrol When they reduced 
the soybean meal to 0.75 lb. per head

daily, the daily gain was increased 
0.33 Ib. by the feeding of stilbestrol 
Then when no extra protein supple- 
ment was fed, there was no response 
from stilbestrol 


This work indicates that apparent- 
ly if you expect to obtain the maxi- 
mum benefit from the use of stil- 
bestrol, you must include in the diet 
adequate amounts of protein. Sub- 
sequently, in another experiment, 
these workers tested the effect of 
different protein levels on a percent- 
age basis; and they found that when 
cattle were fed on diets that con- 
tained around 11% of total crude 
protein, they obtained the maximum 
benefit from stilbestrol. However, 
when the same kind of cattle were 
fed on diets with 8% of total crude 
protein, there was very little, if any, 
response from stilbestrol. Also, there 
have been many other tests to con- 
firm these reports, indicating again 
that stilbestrol is not a product that 
spares protein. It's only sensible to 
believe that when you increase mus-

ing of stilbestrol. When we examined | 


the cattle from a standpoint of car- 
cass quality, we found that the car- 
cass grades were lowered in the cat- 
tle that were fed 10 mg. orally or 
implanted with 36 mg. of stilbestrol 
In the cattle that were implanted 
with 2 pellets or 24 mg., there was 
no difference in the carcass grades 
as compared to the controls. So it 
appears then that we have to re- 
evaluate some of our thinking from 
the standpoint of using stilbestrol 
when we are feeding grain to cat- 
tle under certain pasture conditions. 

It has also been shown by a recent 
report from the Colorado Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station that the 


feeding of green chopped alfalfa will | 


cause a difference in the response 
of cattle to stilbestrol when compared 
to the feeding of cured alfalfa. For 


example, heifers that were fed grain | 


and green chopped alfalfa gained less

when fed stilbestrol as compared to 
those that received none. The gain 
for the control group was about 2.23 
Ib., and the gain for the stilbestrol 
group was 2.13 Ib., or 1/10 Ib. less 
per day. However, when they fed 
cured alfalfa hay to the heifers, they 
obtained an increase by the feed- 
ing of stilbestrol, indicating again 
that there is something in the fresh 
green plant that tends to depress 
or destroy the effect from stilbestrol 
when it is fed orally. 

Sex Difference: Also, I want to 
point out a sex difference. In all our 
research, and I think if you review 
the research at other places you will 
find about the same effect, we do 
not get 


steers. I don't know any explanation 
for it except, of course, that you 
have certain natural estrogens within 
the system. Our results have never 
been too consistent with heifers. We 
can get stimulation from implants, 
but personally I would not recom- 


mend the use of stilbestrol implants 
on heifers because you get too many 
side effects with stilbestrol alone.

periments has ranged anywhere from 
about .1 Ib. a day to approximately 5 
Ib. a day, or an average of 12%. The 
improvement in feed efficiency is ap- 
proximately 5 to 10%; and the higher 
we go on energy in the diet, the less 
effect we obtain from antibiotics. 

There are a lot of things, however, 
about the use of antibiotics that can- 
not be measured in terms of daily 
gain or feed efficiency. According to 
all of our tests, if you feed antibiotic 
in combination with stilbestro] or 
other female-like hormones, you tend 
to improve carcass quality and par- 
ticularly the internal marbling or the 
inside fat. One of the problems that 
we have always had with stilbestrol 
use is that cattle will tend to have 
less fat and particularly less inside 
fat and marbling.

| day. Some people recommend even 
an amount of 1,000 mg. per head per 
day. There is also evidence that it 
tends to help in the controlling of 
foot rot in the feed lot, and that it 
tends to improve the general appear- 
ance and health of the cattle. 

I might say that at Purdue we con- 
sistently feed antibiotics at the rate 
of 80 mg. per animal per day unless 
we are testing antibiotics against 
some other product. We feel that it 
gives us an additional boost in gain 
and improvement in the market quali- 
ty of our cattle. 

Question and Answer: 

“On a 30-mg. implant, how do you 
overcome the soft flesh and in some 
cases dark color?” 

We don’t overcome it because we 
don’t get soft flesh. Our tests have 
indicated that if you stay with the 
low level of implant, say around 36 
mg. in drylot or 24 mg. on pasture, 
you won't get any change—that is, 
you will get about the same carcass 
grade and quality you get by oral 
feeding. Whether you use stilbestrol 


in an oral form or an implant form 
at low level, it tends to decrease the 
amount of fat deposition in an ani- 
mal. It’s a growth stimulant. I’m not 
saying that is objectionable, but 
that’s true. The reason you don’t al- 
ways come up with that kind of data 
on graded steers is that the eye is 
not keen enough many times to de- 
tect the small differences in fat de- 
position. But when we get down to 
analyzing it very critically, we know 
that we get increased protein and 
lean meat and less fat. 

As far as we can detect, there is no 
difference in the carcass grades of 
cattle on low level implants vs. oral. 
If you go through the literature and 
take the data where you implant cat- 
tle with high levels such as 46, 48, 60, 
100 or 120 mg. of stilbestrol, of course 
there is a definite depression in car- 
cass grade, and there are a lot of side 
effects that are objectionable at a 
high level. That is probably one rea- 
son we are in a state of confusion. 
We do not define all the time the 
level that we are talking about.

World's Largest Selling Mixer 
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Good Livestock 
Price Outlook 
Noted by USDA 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture paints a pretty 
bright picture for hog and cattle 
men—and many feed men—in a re- 
cent report on the livestock situa- 
tion. 

Little change in 1957 pig crops and 
a down-trending cattle inventory in- 
dicate that livestock slaughter and 
meat output—now below its 1956 
peak—will continue lower at least 
through much of 1958. The situation 
also points to relatively stable prices, 
USDA said. 

If consumer income stays high, 
prospects seem fairly good for this 
year’s improved price level to last 
another year or more. Cattle prices 
particularly may hold up well and 
possibly rise further, while the pig 
crop intentions at present assure sus- 
tained hog prices through the sum- 
mer of 1958. 

Usual seasonal trends can be ex- 
pected. Hog prices will likely decline 
as much as usual this fall and more 
than last year, USDA said. They may 
be as high or higher than a year ago 
until late in 1957, but possibly a lit- 
tle lower thereafter. Prices of fed 
cattle will likely trend seasonally 
higher this fall. Prices of grass cattle 
are expected to drift seasonally low- 
er. 

Prices of hogs in much of 1957 have 
been at three-year highs with some 
new highs hit recently. 

USDA says the chance of big break 
in hog prices now seems postponed 
until] the fall of 1958, at the earliest. 

USDA said that if the market pat- 
tern turns out as expected, prices 
of fed cattle will advance seasonally 
this summer and early fall. The rise 
may be slower and extend longer 
than late last summer. 

Feeder cattle prices will likely con- 


tinue above last summer. The out- 
look for fed cattle prices tends to 
support feeder prices. 

Fed cattle slaughter is expected to 
stay large and be somewhat greater 
this summer than last. However, 
USDA said, it could drop below a 
year earlier by late fall as feed lot 
replacements in recent months have 
been little above last year, while 
less short feeding is expected than 
last year.

Corn in Crop Year 


CHICAGO—The Chicago Commodi- 
ty office has sold more than 158 mil- 
lion bushes of corn for domestic, ex- 
port and barter sales since the be- 
ginning of the crop year (Oct. 1, 
1956), according to an announcement. 

The breakdown on sales showed 
995 million bushels for domestic 
sales, 42.1 million bushels export and 
17.1 million bushels for barter. 

Soybean sales for the same period 
total 9.6 million bushels domestic and 
244,142 bu. for export. 

The weekly sales of the Chicago 
office show 1.75 million bushels of 
corn for domestic sales, 468,070 bu. of 
soybeans, 8,402 bu. oats and 4,319 bu. 
barley. Export sales included 210,000 
bu. corn. 

The weekly totals show a slight 
decrease in the soybean sales which 
have been holding at a relatively 
strong pace since soybean loans were 
called May 31. 

Meanwhile the Dallas office re- 
ported cumulative sales on a slightly 
different basis. This report is based 
on the year 1957 and not the crop 
year. 

Cumulative sales at the Dallas of- 
fice for 1957 now stand as follows: 
grain sorghum, 7.98 million bushels; 
oats, 6.3 million bushels; barley, 2.6 
million bushels; corn, 1.1 million 
bushels; soybeans, 668,204 bushels. 

Going for export out of the Dallas 
office have been 4.2 million bushels 
of oats, 2.44 million bushels grain sor- 
ghums and 2.42 million bushels 
barley. 

Minneapolis reports covered sales 
for the week ending July 11. Included 
were 1.65 million bushels of corn and 
487,847 bu. soybeans for domestic 


sales and 3.6 million bushels of flax- 
seed for export. 

The Portland CSS office, reporting 
on the week ending July 10, listed a 
purchase of 1.2 million lb. dry milk 
and export sales which included 1.95 
million bushels of barley for export 
and 141,520 lb. dry milk for export.

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Soybean Oil Seasonal Prices 


The price of soybean oil is import- 
ant to feed manufacturers because of 
its influence on the price of soybean 
meal. Therefore, in order for you to 
understand better the forces influ- 
encing meal prices, we have prepared 
this article 

Soybean oil prices do not show the 
same kind of a typical price move- 
ment as do many other products pro- 
cessed from farm commodities. Al- 
though there seems to be some slight 
tendency for soybean oil prices to 
weaken during the mid-summer 
months, it is not consistent. 

It should be understood that this 
doesn't imply that there are no 
changes from one month to the next 
or from year to year, What it means 
is that these changes do not fall into 
a typical pattern. Some seasons pric- 
es are high early in the year and 
others low during the same months 

The short time seasonal average 
price for soybean oil has been used 
to construct the index in Exhibit 1 


EXHIBIT 1.

As you can see from an examination 
of Exhibit 1, there isn’t a consistent 
tendency for soybean oil prices to 
vary according to season, 

The solid line indicates the index 
for the six years included in the com- 
putations. The shaded area around 
this line indicates the range in which 
approximately two-thirds of the years 
fell. The wider this band, the less 
consistent are prices in moving over 
the season. You'll notice that with 
the exception of July, this band in- 
cludes the 100 line or the average in- 
dex for an entire season. 

Seasonal prices are those prices 
which tend to move up and down at 
given times of the year. Many agri- 
cultural products display a usual pat- 
tern of strength and weaknesses dur- 
ing a typical year.

taken place in the price of a product 
over a considerable period of time. 
These month-to-month changes for 
soybean oil from 1929 to 1955 are 
shown in Exhibit 2. 

Here is how to read Exhibit 2. Each 
dot signifies one year. For instance, 
you'll find in the January to Febru- 
ary column a dot at the —2 line. This 
means that for one of the years pric- 
es went down from January to Feb- 
ruary 2¢ lb. Another example is that 
in the September-October column 
you'll notice a dot slightly over the 
+7¢ level. This means that during 
one year for the period included pric- 
es went up from September to Octo- 
ber slightly over 7¢ Ib. 

You'll notice that prices have fluc- 
tuated greatly from one month to the 
next during some of the past years. 


Although the average is fairly con- 
sistently stable, the wide swings tend 
to offset each other when averages 
are computed. 

Since each dot represents one year, 
you can get an idea from examining 
Exhibit 2 how prices have moved 
from month to month over the years. 
The shaded area includes half of the 
dots. One-fourth of the dots are above 
the shaded area, one-fourth below.

scientist, said overgrazing a pasture 
may result in a short-time increase 
in pounds of beef produced per acre 
and more profit during the period, but 
it will do more damage than any 
other system. 

Light grazing, on the other hand, 
unless it is part of a pasture improve- 
ment program, will not return enough 
per acre to pay, and the operator 
should have a supplemental source of 
income, he said. 

He also pointed out that the nu- 
tritional value of the grass has a 
direct bearing on the amount of beef 
produced. For example, growing ani- 
mals on wiregrass pastures, which 
are poor nutritionally, gained only 
76 lb. per head. In this test the ani- 
mals were close to starvation whether 
or not vegetation was heavily grazed. 


Avoid Silo Gas 


Farmers are warned to watch out 
for poisonous gas that may form in 
fresh silage, says Louis Lubinus, agri- 
cultural engineer for South Dakota 
State College Extension Service. The 
gas can cause “silo filler’s disease,” 
which is deadly to both humans and 
livestock. 

Symptoms include severe coughing 
and burning or choking pains in the 
throat and chest. The pains may dis- 
appear shortly leaving the exposed 
person free of discomfort for 5 to 
12 hours, but then severe illness can 
strike. According to reports, the dis- 
ease can attack just as you enter a 
partly filled silo or while filling is 
in progress. 

The gas develops most readily in 
corn silage grown in hot, dry years 
and in silage made from corn grown 
on soils high in nitrates. Sorghum 
and oats are known to accumulate 
nitrates and may also develop the 
gas when ensiled. Danger from other 
types of grass silage is not known. 

Safety precautions recommended 
are to run the blower for ten minutes 
before going into a partly filled silo 
and keep it running when someone 
is inside. Be alert to irritating odors. 
Watch for yellowish brown fumes 
signs of the gas. Keep children and 
animals out of silos and away from 
them during filling. After the silo 
is filled wait at least a week before 
going inside. Don’t let children or 
farm animals stay near it.

Bill for Industrial 


Use of Agricultural 


Products Introduced 


WASHINGTON—A bill to finance 
increased use of agricultural products 
by industry has been introduced in 
the House. 

The bill, by Congressman Thomas 
Abernethy (D. Miss.), is a proposal 
for acceptance of the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission for Industri- 
al Uses of Agricultural Products, a 
group which includes many of Amer- 
ica’s outstanding scientists. 

In his statement of introduction of 
his bill, Mr. Abernethy declared that 
“we now stand face to face with the 
possibility, if not the likelihood, of 
socialized farming ... and it is not the 
farmers’ fault. It is the fault of gov- 
ernment mainly, and of industry, both 
of which have failed to give the far- 
mer a fair share of the great scien- 
tific revolution that is now perform- 
ing such wonders in our economy and 
in our way of living.” 


Here is what the bill proposes to 
increase the use of agricultural prod- 
ucts by industry: 

@ Make use of facilities of the U.S 
Departments of Agriculture and Com- 
merce and other federal departments 
and agencies, land grant institutions 
and experiment stations; 


@ Contract with state government 
agencies, state and other universities 
and colleges, non-profit or profit-mak- 
ing research organizations, and pri- 
vate corporations, including agree- 
ments to share costs; 

@ Contract with foreign indivi- 
duals, organizations, institutions of 
learning or public corporations where 
payments can be made in foreign 
currency accumulated under Public 
Law 480; 

@ Enter into appropriate contracts 
for development of research results 
into trial commercial scale opera- 
tions; 

@ Extend suitable incentives to 
farmers or to industry to hasten the

@ Provide research grants, student 
fellowships, scholarships, and similar 
aids; 

@Grant agricuitural development 
certificates for the amortization of 
new facilities, for tax purposes, on 
the basis of sixty months from the 
date of completion of a facility, par- 
ticularly with regard to equipment 
and facilities for the harvesting, stor- 
ing and processing of new crops and 
with regard to research, development 
and trial commercialization facilities 
for industrial utilization of the prod- 
ucts of farm and forest; 

@Direct the Commodity Credit 
Corp. to make delivery of any of its 
stocks of commodities to agencies of 
the government, persons or corpora- 
tions designated by the board where 
such stocks are’ to be used for re- 
search, pilot plant operation, trial 
commercialization, export of manu- 
factured products, or new or bypro- 
duct uses. 

@Establish appropriate advisory 
committees to assist in effectuating 
specific research programs and to 
compensate members thereof on a 
per diem basis in addition to allow- 
ing travelling and subsistence ex- 
penses. 


The study commission is a group 


of 188 of the nation’s outstanding 
leaders in agriculture, industry and 
science. They were organized further 
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into 18 task forces or special com- | 


mittees which represented all the ag- 
ricultural products useful or poten- 
tially useful in industry.

The primary problem of the com- 
mittee was to find an answer to the 
question of whether the economy can 
develop profitable industrial markets 


capable of absorbing enough of the | 


excess farm production to minimize, 
possibly even to eliminate, the need 
for costly restrictions, supports and 
surplus-disposing operations 

An emphatic “yes’’ was the com- 
mission's answer. It said the devel- 
opment is possible if four main needs 
are met. The first is a careful indus- 
trial utilization approach. The second 
is an expanded program of funda- 
mental and applied research. The 
third is to channel scientific talent 
into the study, and the fourth is to 
provide in certain cases, suitable fi- 
nancial incentives during a tempor- 
ary trial or development period. 

The committee had pointed out, 
however, that the initial step is sound 
legislative action by Congress

Chairman Retires 


MINNEAPOLIS—Carroll K. Mich- 
ener, chairman of the board of The 
Miller Publishing Co., publisher of 
Feedstuffs, has retired, it was an- 
nounced at the company’s annual 
meeting here July 24-26. 

Mr. Michener’s record of service 
with The Miller Publishing Co. cov- 
ers a period of 40 years and in that 
time he has played an important part 
in expanding and developing the in- 
terests of the organization. That de- 
velopment has included the addition 
of four more business publications 
Feedstuffs, The American Baker, 
Milling Production and Croplife—to 
the original publication, The North- 
western Miller, founded in 1873. Both 
in his capacity as a member of the 
board of directors for 22 years and as 
an experienced newspaper man, he 
has done much to guide the work of 
the company. 

Joined in 1917 

Mr. Michener joined the company 
in 1917 as associate editor of The 
Bellman, a literary weekly established 
by the publisher of The Northwestern 
Miller in 1906. When that paper was 
discontinued in 1919, he remained 
with the company as assistant man- 
aging editor of The Northwestern 
Miller. From 1924 to 1949 he was 
managing editor, following which 
time he was editor. 

Mr. Michener was elected to the 
board of directors in 1935 and served 
successively as secretary and vice 
president before becoming chairman 
of the board in 1954. 

While attending the University of 
Minnesota, Mr. Michener was em- 
ployed part-time as a reporter on 
Minneapolis and St. Paul newspapers. 
His career in journalism embraced 
more than half a century of varying 
activities. After graduation from the 
university in 1907 he was a reporter 
and city editor on the staff of the 
Duluth News-Tribune for three years, 
following which he was employed on 
the editorial staffs of the Denver 
Republican, the San Francisco Chroni- 
cle, the Commercial Advertiser in 
Honolulu and the China Press in 
Shanghai. Returning to the US. in 
1913 by way of Russia, Germany, 
France, the Netherlands and England, 
he became a reporter and later city 
editor of the Minneapolis Morning 
Tribune, leaving that appointment to 
join The Miller Publishing Co. in 1917. 

Mr. Michener is the author of nu- 
merous magazine articles and short 
stories, and in 1924 he published a 
book entitled “Heirs of the Incas,” a 
social and economic study of South 
American countries. Subsequently he 
edited for book publication, under the 
title “Bread,” the collected nutritional 
papers of the late Harry Snyder, 
professor of agricultural chemistry in 
the University of Minnesota, and one- 
time cereal chemist with the Russell- 
Miller Milling Co.

mills, elevators and warehouses were 
288 million bushels—up 126 million 
over a year ago. At terminals, the 
total was 149 million, an increase of 
71 million bushels. Corn stored in 
CCC bins totaled 406,164,000  bu., 
down 106 million bushels. 

Nearly 70% of the total July 1 corn 
stocks were under support or owned 
by the CCC, a little above the pre- 
vious year. Disappearance of corn 
from all positions during the April- 
June quarter was 624 million bushels 
compared with 567 million the same 
quarter last year. The total is the 
highest for the quarter since 1947. 

Soybeans: Stocks in all storage po- 
sitions July 1 are estimated at 87.3 
million bushels. Another record, it 
exceeds the previous high of July 1, 
1955, by about 21 million bushels. 
From an estimated supply of 459.6 
million bushels, a disappearance of 
372.3 million bushels. for the Oct. 1- 
July 1 period is indicated by July 1 
stocks. Actual disappearance for the 
period includes about 244 million 
bushels processed for oil, nearly 69 
million bushels exported, and seed, 
feed, losses, etc. of about 32 million 
bushels. Crushings and exports of new 
crop soybeans during September, 
1956, of perhaps 12 million bushels 
should also be deducted. 

Oats: Stocks of 238 million bushels 
made the smallest July 1 carryover 
since 1954. They were about a third 
less than last year. About 80% of the 
total was on farms. An estimated 
eighth of the holdings were CCC- 
owned or under support. Disappear- 
ance for the April-June quarter was 
237 million bushels—about half the 
April 1 stocks. 

Barley: A total of 128 million bush- 
els represented an 11 million bushel 
increase from a year earlier. Off-farm 
stocks at 86.7 million bushels were 
record large for the date. About 70% 
of the current stock was under sup- 
port or owned by the CCC, compared 
with half of the July 1, 1956 stocks. 
Disappearance was 73 million bushels 
compared with 88 million for the 
same quarter last year. 

Sorghum grain: Stocks totaled 99 
million bushels, well below the 118 
million a year ago. About 80% of the 
stocks were owned by CCC. Disap- 
pearance of sorghum grain from all 
positions during the quarter was 40 
million bushels. 

Wheat: Stocks of 905 million bush- 
els in all positions were 128 million 
bushels less than the previous year 
and the smallest carryover since 1953 
Total stocks were more than double 
the 1946-55 average for July 1, how- 
ever. 

Flaxseed: Carryover stocks in all 
storage positions July 1 totaled 19.6 
million bushels. This compares with 
4.1 million bushels a year earlier and 
was the highest of record for the 
date, slightly above the previous rec- 
ord of 19.4 million bushels in 1949. 
Most of the stocks were in off-farm 
positions. Farm stocks accounted for 
only 2.6 million bushels. Current 
stocks indicate a disappearance for 
the 12 months preceding July 1 of 
33.2 million bushels.

Sales, Lower Profits 


MINNEAPOLIS General Mills, 
Inc., in its 29th annual report to 
stockholders and employees today re- 


| ported record sales of $527,702,000 for 


the fiscal year ended May 31. 

It was the seventh successive year 
of an upward sales trend. The total 
sales figure represents an increase of 
$11,600,000 above last year's sales 
total. 

Earnings of $12,235,000, or $4.88 
per share of common stock, were the 
fifth highest in company history, 
but were below the previous year’s 
peak earnings of $14,057,000. Divi- 
dends per share of common stock 
were $3, equal to 1955-56 payments 

Harry A. Bullis, chairman of the 
board, and Charies H. Bell, president, 
attributed the lowered profits to the 
increased cost of doing business dur- 
ing the year. 

“As in many industries,” they said, 
“we felt the squeeze between the 
mounting costs of wages, supplies and 
other purchased items and our ina- 
bility to reflect these added costs 
completely in the prices of our prod- 
ucts.” 

They pointed to increased competi- 
tion in feed, soybean and certain oth- 
er operations as among the factors 
influencing the profit picture. 

Reporting on its varied activities, 
the firm said it had 11 new formula 
feeds developed through research by 
the firm's feed division. A new 1,100- 
acre Larro research farm was opened 
at Indianola, Iowa, and a new feed 
mill began operation at Stockton, 
Cal, Another modern feed mill is 
nearing completion at Ft. Worth, 
Texas, the report said. 

The report noted that prices were 
depressed for many farm products 
during the year, and it also stated 
that “programs of integration be- 
tween feed manufacturers and poul- 
try growers as well as credit practices 
presented many challenges.” 

The report noted that processing 
margins on soybeans were not as fa- 
vorable during the year as they had 
been in the previous fiscal year.

The first bale of cotton ginned dur- 
ing the 1957-58 season was reported 
as taking place on July 23. It is ex- 
pected that the ginning season will 
be well under way late next week, 
which would mean oil seed crushers 
would be in operation possibly during 
the first week of August. 

Lower ingredient costs are expect- 
ed by most southeastern feed manu- 
facturers and there are some predic- 
tions that during the coming fall 
months, $70 per ton broiler feed will 
be available.

The feed business slacked off late 
in the week after a few favorable 
days.

Turkey feed was in good demand 
as the birds were getting bigger and 
eating more and few were going to 
market. The demand for egg mashes, 
growing feeds and dairy feeds was 
unchanged. 

The egg market was strong. Live 
poultry prices were steady with roast- 
ers, 5% lb. and up, higher at 26@29¢ 
lb., up from 24 to 26¢. 

Most grain prices went up and then 
backed down. Corn was up 2¢ and 
oats was down 2¢ from last week. 
Soybean meal, meat scraps, bran, dis- 
tillers dried grains, brewers dried 
grains and alfalfa meal were strong- 
er.

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were down. Barley feed, wheat feed, 
molasses, cottonseed oil meal, linseed 
oil meal, middlings and hominy feeds 
were weaker. Gluten feed dropped $3 
ton. 

Early in July the mixer business 
was better than it was in June. This 
week, however, it tapered off with a 
general slack in demands. Flour mill 
running time was at capacity, averag- 
ing a five to six day week. Bran 
which was up $1.50, fell off $1 and 
ended the week 50¢ higher. Middlings 
rose and then fell off and ended 50¢ 
higher than a week ago. 

The whole northeastern section is 
enjoying lush, green pastures. This 
condition prevents stockpiling to in- 
crease inventories. 


Mountain States 


Slow about sums up the formula 
feed business in the area. Although 
government reports show an increase 
in cattle on feed it hasn’t noticeably 
affected the movement of feeds. Cat- 
tle are being held on the ranches and 
farms to a large degree as evidenced 
by the high price of feeder cattle. 

The broiler and egg business may 
be slightly improved but not strongly 
so. Turkey feeds demands are im- 
proved with the growth of the birds. 
Depressed prices have had some ef- 
fect on the placement of birds. 

Most mills were running less capa- 
city than last year, but expect an up- 
surge in a month or two 


Ohio Valley 


What appeared to be a fair-sized 
boom in sales of formula feeds was 
underway during the past week in 
the Ohio Valley, to lift the total vol- 
ume of sales well beyond that of any 
previous week this year. Further- 
more, manufacturers were more con- 
fident than they had been for some 
time that the business upswing was 
not temporary but will continue, at 
least for several weeks. 

Numerous factors supported the 
upward trend, most outstanding be- 
ing the continuing price advances at 
area stockyards for cattle, hogs and 
sheep, and in wholesale markets for 
poultry and eggs. 

This past week, hogs were selling 
at the highest prices for the year to 
date, while spring lambs were selling 
50¢ higher, and cattle prices were 
steady to higher. USDA reported that 
area production of eggs continued to 
decline, while prices during the last 
week for various grades advanced as 
much as 5¢. There likewise was an 
active market for fryers, with prices 
at 24¢, or 2¢ higher than a week 
earlier. 

In view of this encouraging situa- 
tion, it appeared inevitable that val- 
ley farmers will be actively increasing 
their flocks and herds, so as to be in 
a position to take advantage of the 
increased consumer demands which 
are expected to develop with the re- 
opening of schools and the end of the 
summer vacation period in early Sep- 
tember. 

The mid-July heat wave in the area 
was broken at mid-week by gentle 
rains which soaked into the ground 
instead of running off, thus dissipat- 
ing the drouth threat which had been 
on the verge of becoming serious on 
many valley farms. The rains served 
to insure bumper fall crops, as well 
as re-filling farm wells and cisterns 
to make water hauling unnecessary. 

The week's increase in formula 
feed sales made it necessary for all 
area plants to work on full-time 
schedules, with second shifts or con- 
siderable overtime being necessary at 
many plants to prevent a build-up of 
order backlogs. Formula feed prices 
were steady to up 50¢ ton. 


Pacific Northwest 


~acific Northwest feed ingredient 
market prices averaged firmer when 
the demand for feedstuffs averaged 
slightly better than for the past sev- 
eral weeks. Price gains were limited 
to advances for a few of the impor- 
tant ingredients.
